Description — Silk  U.  S.  flags 
are  made  with  embroidered  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Wool  U.  S. 
flags  are  made  with  sewed  stars 
and  sewed  stripes.  Silk  Post  ban- 
ners are  made  of  double  thick- 
ness material  with  the  emblem 
and  lettering  executed  in  pure 
gold  leaf.

If 
there  is  any  question  as  to  the  distribution  policy  in  your  Department,  write  direct 
to  your  Department  Adjutant.  No  uniforms  are  sold  direct  by  the  Emblem  Division. 

Uniforms  will  materially  stabilize  your  Post  membership,  and  each  Post  is 
urged  to  co-operate  in  its  Department's  uniform  program.  Posts  are,  therefore,  urged 
to  contact  either  the  Department  Adjutant  or  their  Department  Uniform  Committee 
Chairman  before  inaugurating  their  Post  uniform  program.
